During Coffee County BOE meeting 
Making Academics Count resolution adopted 


by Linda Hodge, Editor 


The Coffee County Board of 
Edueation approved its” first 
budget amendment tor the fiscal 
year Wednesday, May 15, dur 
ing -aecalled meeting of the 
board 

“When we started thé school 
year, Some things changed that 
weren't in the proposed bud 
get,” Superintendent Dr. Linda 
Ingram: said 

She said this basically meant 
that the school system) got some 
additional monies which were 
not reflected..in. the -proposed 
budgét approved by the board, 
and the amendment- was neces 
sary to reflect the changes from 
the original proposal 

Ingram said the major change 
included inereased revenues of 
restricted. items’ by about 
$300,000. Also, she said the sys 
tem had .experienced some 
decreases in expenditures. 

“This is a technical item.” 
Ingram said. “We're not doing 
anything different. We. just 
needed to amend this to reflect 
the Changes from the: original 
proposal. 

The hudget amendment 
passed with @ unanimous vote. 

Ingram presented the idea of 
creating a job description for a 
computer technictin. within. the 
county school system to board 


members 

“As-our technology increases, 
we will need More service.” she 
said. “We wouldn't have to wait 
for service Wf we had our own 
computer technician” 

Ingram said if the school sys 
fem- chose to hive tS Own com- 
puter technician, there would be 
no waiting for a technician to 
come from somewhere else to 
tend to the sehools* needs 
Instead, the system would have 
its own in-house technician 
Which would keep more consis 
tency with the equipment. 

If the baard decides to book at 
hiring a computer technician, 
Ingram said the school system 
would need a job description 
already set, and she said most of 
the salary for this type position 
would be paid through federal 
monies 

Board viee chairman Danny 
Jerfigan said this is the’ first 
time he has heard of any idea of 
a problem with the Computer 
technicnins currently being 
sought even though the board 
Often asks if the technicians gare 
meeting the school -system’s 
needs 

Ingram responded by insisting 
there has not. been a problem 
with the technicians, but’ the 
idea-ts that the schoal system 
would .be betler served in: the

Despite Alabama's. rising seat 
belt usage rate, there are still 
drivers who don't buckle. up 
themselves or their children. In 
fact, more that 20 percent of 
Alabamiuns sul refuse to buck 
le up, These drivers should 
beware because. the Alabama 
Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs (ADECA) 
is conducting an enforcement 
blitz involving every law 
enforcement agency in Alabama 
to crack down on drivers who 
violate adult seat belt or child 
passenger safety Jaws 

“Although Alabama's current 
Seat belt usage rate is 79.4 pur 
cent, this is not enough,” said 
Colonel James Alexander, direc- 
tor of the Alabama Department 
of Public Safety, “The truth is 
that there remains a portion of 
the population that refuses to 
wear seat belts, This is especial 
ly true in certain geographic 
areas like Montgomery, Mobile 
and Etowah counties: With seat 
belt usage rates below 70 per 
cent, these three counties will be 
especially targeted during the 
campaign.” 

In 2000, 78,8 percent (801) of 
the 986 Alabamians who died in 
crashes were unrestrained. 

Research shows that minori- 
ties are less likely to wear their

2002 Was A ‘Good 
Year For Turkey 
Hunters 


According to Keith Guyse. Assistant Chief of the Wildlife Section 
for. the Alabama. Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources, 56;700 turkey hunters bagged 45,700: gobblers during 
the 2001 wild turkeys season. “It-looks us if this season's numbers 
will be very close to lust year’s.* said’ Guyse. But Guyse points out 
that: things haven t-always been this good.’ 

The Eastern wild turkey populationin Alabama was at-an all ume 
low dunneg the early 1900s: In 1937 the 75th Congress passed the 
Federal Aid.in Wildlife Restoration Act. This actumposed an 11] per- 
Cent excise tax On sporting arms and ammunition: and’ the funds 
were:earmarked for wildlife management and research 

Alabama was one of the first to states to begin restocking turkey 
and deer over areas they Were onge abundant but presently held low 
populations or were nonexistent. The Wild Turkey Investigation and 
Management Project was initiated on July 1, 1942; lt had among its 
primary objective to Study the life hrstory of native wild turkeys and 
how to propagate and restock birds ta suitable sites 

Efforts to-capture and raise wild turkeys in 80-acre high fenced 
pens proved a failure. Turkeys Were trapped, pinioned so they could 
not fly and placed in these large pens. It was hoped that the hens 
would hatch and raise poults that Could-be used for restocking other 
areas, Many problems with this plan arose, but the primary problem 
Was keeping eventhe pinioned wild turkeys within the confines of 
the pen 

With the failure-of the “turkey pen’ biologists decided they would 
have to trap wild birds from native habitat and quickly stock them 
in desirable areas. The first wapping and restocking of wild turkeys 
occurred in September 1943 when eight wild birds were relocated to 
the Ted Joy Preserve in Jefferson County from the Salt Spring 
Sanctuary in Clark County 

Trapping. wald turkeys proved tO be one of the largest obstacles. 
Several methods were tried in the early days, Pole traps, copied 
from early hog trap designs didn't catch enough birds to accomplish 
restocking needs. Pens Were baited anda net was rolled up on a pole 
io be dropped by a hidden rapper, This method worked better than 
the pole trap and stocking rates increased 

The cannon net trap followed and proved to be so efficient itis 
sull the primary. method of trapping wild turkey today. The’cannon 
net consists of w 30X60 foot nylonnel that is shot over feeding 
turkeys 

Projectiles fired from small hidden cannons pull the nes leading 
edges over feeding birds. Wildlife personnel quickly capture the 
netted birds and transport them to the release sile. 

Alabama’s turkey stocking program has been a greal success. 
Today every county in Alabama has a turkey season with the excep- 
tion of Morgan County: Good management and ethical hunting 
practices will insure that Uhese majestic birds will roam the fields 
and forest of this state forever

Coffee County 
spotted him. fleeing a driver's 
license chéekpoint 

Coftee County Sheritf Ben 
Moates. said James Syvotchie 
Boges,. age (34. was captured 
after-a five hour. search. that 
involved numerous law enforce 
ment agencies and their officers 

Moates said Boggs first 
brought attention to himself in 
Coffee County when officers 
obseryed a Vehicle quickly spin 
around. and speed away froma 
driver’§ license. checkpoint 
being conducted by the Kinston 
Police Department and Coffee

He said Kinston Police Chief 


Russ Young began chasing after 
the vehicle: however: When: he 
arrived at the ‘intersection: of 
Hwy, 189. and ‘County Road 473, 
he noticed that the vehicle had 
failed ‘to stop at theintersection 
and crashed ‘in’ a field! directly 
across. from. County Road 473 
Moates said the wrecked vehicle 
Was found resting 6n-its ‘side.

At that pointvhe said addition- 
al -officers were: called to. the 
scené fo assist in locating the 
driver of the vehicle. 

“tnvestrgator fark Aiiderson 
Was. aware of the escape from 
the Crenshaw County Jail when 
he arrived and noticed the vehi- 
cle had a Crenshaw County 
tug.”

Next, Moates said the canine 
tracking team from. Easterling 
Prison was contacted, and while 
officers waited forthe team to 
urrive, they continued to hold 
the perimeter and notify the sur- 
rounding residents of the situa- 
tion 

“When the ‘dogs’ from 
Easterling arrived, they were 
taken tothe last known track of 
the fleeing Boggs,” Moates said 
“The dogs began tracking and 
led deputies to the bridge locat- 
ed on County Road 470. where 
Boggs was hiding in the water 
under the bridge.” 

He Said once the suspect 
heard the approaching law 
enforcement, he again fled. on 
foot and» was seen -funning 
through the creek by officers 

Moates said Boggs was later 
found by Anderson crouched 
down in the cavity of a rotted 
tree, At that point, he was taken 
wnt custody without incident.
